Motorists to be Kept off 
Highway to Permit 
Construction 


The only section of the North­ 
west highway bewteen Palatine and. 
Des Plaines that is not closed to 
traffic is the section between Mt. 
Prospect and Arlington 
Heights. 
The latter section will probably be 
closed within a very short time. 
The greediness of motorists w'ho 
seem to think that thcA have the 
right of way over workmen along 
the road is directly responsible for 
the closing that could 
otherwise 
remain open for some time. 
Mil­ 
burn Bros, report that men engag­ 
ed in demolishing the abutment of 
the old culverts along the highway 
had their lives continually endang­ 
ered by motorists. The public util­ 
ity companies now refusy to have 
their men working on the removal 
of poles, unless the street is clos­ 
ed. 
The closing of the roads is 
done under orders of the state 
highway department and not the 
contractor. 
The highway depart­ 
ment is also responsible for 
the 
erection of detour signs. The pres­

Farm ers of the northern 
p art of the state, especially in Cook j 
county, have no idea of what the 
long drought has done to their fel­ 
low farm ers of the corn belt. 
Belated rains over the last week­ 
end have done an immense good j 
and will help to save a portion of 
the corn crop and will improve the I 
fall pasturage. 
In central Illinois 
the corn has “fired” oadly in mara 
sections. 
Other fields where cu lti-1 
vation was kept up longer look to i 
be in fair condition but all show the 
effects of the awful heat and long 
period without rain. 
Where tht ' 
weeds are bad in the corn fields, us­ 
ing up some of the moisture which i 
should have gone to the corn, the I 
crop looks hopeless. 
Pastures are 
badly burned up and farmers are 
turn in g their cattle onto second j 
growth clover and alfalfa fields and 
on to 
small grain stubble fields ' 
where a weed'and grass growth is j 
starting since the rains of last week ’ 
end. 
Many fields of soy bean hay were I 
noticed throughout central Illinois 
and this husky legume is saving the 
day for some farm ers as the crop 
was doing splendidly for all of the 
dry weather. 
Fhe drought down state has also 
cut the garden and truck crops ma­ 
terially and again the farm ers of 
Cook county have a great deal to 
be thankful for. 
In no section did 
truck crops or corn look anywhere 
near as good as they do right out in 
western Cook county, 
i his year 
Cook county is the garden spot ot 
Illinois and no mistake. 
The drought and general business 
conditions have had their effect or. 
the attendance at the State fair 
now in progress and while there 
, ire crowds on the grounds, these 
according to reports, are 
half those of normal years. And 
■rn visit to the Illinois State fair 
leaves one with a great mixture of 
opinions and impressions. 
The stock and poultry shows are 
high class and would rival any like 
exhibits at any fair. 
The display 
of fruit for an off year I ke this is 
very creditable. The corn and grain 
exhibits are high 
class 
but 
one- 
would expect to see more of Them. 
The exhibits by various counties are 
neat and creditable but the vege­ 
table show is a disgrace to a State 
fair. There are some fine specimens 
of some vegetables on display and 
there are other specimens that have 
no business on any fair grounds. 
The vegetables are dumped all ov­ 
er each other in all manner of het­ 
erogeneous containers and some are 
even on the floor three quarters out 
of sight under the tables. No coun­ 
ty fair would stand for the aw'ful 
exhibition and m anner of display­ 
ing vegetables which our state fair 
has -been guilty of. 
In the flower show also a sad 
lack o f taste in arrangem ent wreck­ 
ed what would otherwise have been 
a fait show but nothing to what 
o n e wrould expect at a State fair.

faith. That is the searching light 
w aich is turned on every perversion 
el the doctrine of free grace, so 
that all error in this cardinal point 
is clearly exposed in all its repuls­ 
iveness. Because the confessors at 
Augsburg allow7 only the Scriptures 
to make articles of faith, they give 
conect statements about the sacra­ 
ments, Christ’s body and blood are 
really and truly present in 
the 
Lord’sSupper and are distributed to 
the communicants, he they believ­ 
ing or unbelieving. Again, the Aug­ 
sburg Confession states with great 
clarity 
and 
precision what the 
Christian Church is: “the congrega­ 
tion of saints, in w hich the Gospel 
is rightly taught and the Sacra­ 
ments ate rightly administreed.” 
Because the confessors of Augs­ 
burg took their stand solely and 
wholly on Scripture, they also as­

Forty-Five Thousand 
More Cars in Illinois 
This Year; More Roads 


(Springfield, 111., August 19— Au- 
l .nubile license fees collected in 
the first seven months of 1930 by 
the Automobile department of Sec­ 
retary of State \Villiam J. Strat­ 
ton’s office will build 600 miles of 
hard surfaced pavement. 
On August I the license fees col­ 
lected were $17,861,452 which will 
pay for 600 miles of pavement at 
the figure of slightly less than $30,- 
(,00 a mile which the State now is 
paying. 
Under State law*, all of the col­ 
lections of the automobile depart­ 
ment oi the Secretary of State’s of­ 
fice are paid into the road fund in 
th( State treasury. 
I he license fee total on August 
I was $1,508,000 more than the col­ 
lections on the same date last year. 
An increase in all classes of reg­ 
istration^ except dealers, was re­ 
sponsible for the large fee increase. 
I Passenger cars increased from 1,- 
332,862 on August I, 1929 to 1,372,- 
717 on August I, 1930. The differ­ 
ence is 39,855. 
The truck increase 
war 5,875. The increase in motor­ 
cycles was 363 and 5,486 now are 
being operated in Illinois. Trailers 
increased from 4,1 ll to 5,881. 
I he August I report show's an in­ 
crease of $390,COO in the collections 
I oi the corporation department of 
the Secretary of State’s office. The 
collections ox this department on 
August I of this year were $3,661,- 
000 as compared with $3,270,000 on
